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Water main breaks new concern of Boyne City 


Water lines are becoming a 
problem for Boyne City as the city 
is repairing two a day and has for 
the last several days, according to 
Randy Frykberg, city manager. 

The reason for the water line 
breaks is unknown to city officials, 
but they are looking into the 
possibility of fluctuating water 
pressures due to the starting and 
stopping of the new city well. 

Most of the breaks have 
occurred since the well was put 
into service. 

Frykberg told the commissioners 
at the noon city meeting that the 
breaks are happening at joints and 
also at other places in the lines 
where they should not be. 

The water lines are old, he 
continued, and although the city 
doesn't know the reason for the 
breaks, they have asked the city 
engineer for an opinion. 

Frykberg also told the commis- 
sioners that with the number of

‘‘Schools are for kids!'’ is the 
basis of educational philosophy of 
Keith Moore, newly hired principal 
at East Jordan High School.

acquainted with the students and 
faculty and become familiar with 
the methods of operation of the 
school system.

lines is that they have deteriorated 
with age, and they may not be able 
to stand the new water pressures 
that the pump is putting out. 
Currently, most of the city is 
working on water pressures of 30 
to 60 pounds but, according to 
Frykberg, the water mains should 
be able to stand pressures over 100 
pounds, 

‘This is one of the things that 
we are going to have to look at 
when we consider our capital 
improvement program,’’ Frykberg 
said. 

In other action at the noon 
meeting, the city okayed a reso- 
lution to allow the City Housing 
Administration to be the overseer 
of a program that allows residents 
to get low interest loans to improve 
their property. 

While the qualifying rules for 


the low interest loans limit them to 
the disadvantaged, city officials 
hope that residents will be able to 
use them. 

The money for the program is 
included in a Small Cities Com- 
munity Development Housing 
Block Grant that the city author- 
ized the housing commission to 
apply for several weeks ago. 

Loan applications are going to be 
accepted by the Boyne City Hous- 
ing Commission when the grant is 
approved. 

The city also recognized Dane 
Earl, a senior citizen who walks 
down to the Senior Center for 
lunch frequently from the Litzen- 
burger Apartments. On his way 
downtown, he often stops to pick 
up litter to deposit in trash con- 
tainers. He was given a city hat by 
Frykberg. 


Planners okay plans 
for duplex, 
Peninsula Bch Suites 


Meeting in another special ses- 
sion, Boyne City planners okayed 
two site plans for developers. One 
of the site plans is for the second 
phase of the One Water Street 
project area, while the other will 
allow the building of a duplex 
condominium on Front Street. 

The duplex plan was approved 
after the developers Jim Gray and 
Doug Nickel showed plans for a 
Victorian styled building. 

The height of the proposed 
structure will be slightly less than 
the present building on the site, 
according to the developers. The 
site is located next to the Harbor- 
age Marina office. 

Parking for the occupants will be 

off Elm Street, similar to another 
plan that was rejected by the 
planners on another project in the 
same area. The developers hope to 
start the teardown of the building 
on the project yet this fall so they 
can begin building. 
- The Peninsula Beach Suite sec- 
tion of the Country Inn portion of 
the One Water Street development 
will be in stages, according to Rick 
Smith the project manager. The 
first section will be started this fall 
and will be the center portion of 
the three buildings. Each building 
will contain 15 rooms and after one 
is completed, the next will start. 

Completion of all three buildings 
is expected to be by the summer of 
1987. The buildings will be joined 
by removable partitions, and will 
also carry the early era theme that 
the project features. 


Footings and pilings are expec- 
ted to be constructed yet this year 
for the first building, and then the 
site will see construction starting 
again next spring. 

The final portion of the 55 room 
inn is expected to see construction 
start in 1987 with completion by 
1988. 

Parking for the new portion will 
see another 57 parking spaces 
developed in the area along Front 
Street. 

About the only concern of the 
planners on the Peninsula Beach 
site was whether or not the devel- 
opers would allow sufficient green 
belt areas along the lakefront. 
They were assured by the develop- 
ers that the 20 feet of greenbelt 
would be enough and that trees 
and shrubs would be planted in the 
greenbelt area. 

While planners okayed both pro- 
jects, they did-express some con- 
cern about the developing pres- 
sures to rebnild areas along the 
first tier of buildings around the 
lake. 

Some of the concerns were ex- 
pressed by Dale Parsons, the pres- 
ident of the board. In reaction to 
Parson’s statements, board mem- 
ber Bill Casper said that the 
planning board had set a prece- 
dent with this development, and 
that they would have to look at 
each one in the future on its own 
merits. City Manager Randy Fryk- 
berg also told the board that they 
would see more of these ques- 
‘tions as the city continues to have

The bathroom remodeling work 
began at 9:30 one bright Sep- 
tember morning. Three men laid a 


* canvas runner on the floor be- 
_ tween the bathroom and the front 


door and shut off our water. Then 
they began breaking up the bath- 
room. They ripped out hunks of 


’ wall, carried them through the 


living room and threw them into 
the garage. I noticed right off that 
the canvas runner gave slim pro- 
tection in the wide area that was 
being used. As the men trotted 
through the house, they swung 
their pieces of drywall in sweep- 
ing arcs:scattering dust and wall 
bits as they went. ; 
After a while, they began tear- 
ing out the ceiling. Insulation 
poofed down into the bathroom 
and drifted out to the living room. 
The workmen had gutted and 
gone by 5 o'clock. They left the 


‘ ving room frosted with drywall 


fibers while tufts of insulation 
floated in the late afternoon sun- 
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light. Cleaning up the mess was 
not in the men’s job description. 
They did turn the water back on. 
And though the tub and basin 
decorated the driveway, the toilet 
was still in place. 

Sometime during the night, I 
discovered that the workmen had 
not only torn out the walls and 
ceiling in the bathroom but 
punched a hole in the roof as well. I 
don’t usually wake in the night, 
but my subconscious must have 
felt that 1 needed the experience of 
sitting on the toilet with rain falling 
on my head. 

After the first day, the men’s 
interest in their work flagged. 
They moved about listlessly. We 
had two weeks of listless as a 
matter of fact before the fellows 
managed to finish rebuilding what 
had taken them only a few hours to 
dismantle. 

Meanwhile, the house was 
coated with drywall dust and the 
garage became a combination 
workroom and junkpile for the 
bathroom project. After five days, 
we did prevail on the men to install 
the tub and the shower. Being able 
to shower at home gave us a sense 
that we had regained some control 
over our disrupted lives. 

For over. a year, we've enjoyed 
our stylish bathroom with its blue 
and white striped wallpaper, blue 
fixtures and ivory and blue floor. 
For a time my pleasure was mixed 
with resentment at the ‘‘before’’ 
and ‘‘after’’ pictures that made 
remodeling look so simple. But 
soon I realized that my grand plans 
just never took into account that 
there had to be a period of disorder 
between ‘‘dismal’’ and ‘‘done’’.

SALADS WITH A 
HAWAITIAN TOUCH 


Ihave received some exciting 
salad recipes from Frances Ridge- 
way of Sacramento, California, 
which I am anxious to share. They 
all sound so very different and 
delicious. She has just returned 
from a long vacation in Hawaii, 
visiting her daughter. These reci- 
pes have the Hawaiian touch. 

Frances has written to me before 
as she spent her growing-up years 
in the Boyne City area. She writes, 
‘Before my family moved to Mich- 
igan in March, 1929, we lived on a 
true homestead in northern Min- 
nesota. My dad had died and my 
mother with four small children 
married a bachelor of 40 years of 
age. He had come to Minnesota 
from South Dakota after World 
War I. He took up a homestead in 
northern Minnesota, built himself 
a log cabin and lived a life of the 
true pioneer. We lived there about 
a year before the folks decided to 
move to Michigan. 

Ti never forget our first spring 
in Michigan. We had nine apple 
trees that bloomed that spring. We 
thought we were in heaven. The 
old house on Lewis Street is torn 
down now, but I believe the maple 
trees are still out in front. I am 
proud of my pioneer heritage, 
though I am far removed from such 
a life now.”’

2 small cloves garlic 
2 anchovy fillets 
Y% lemon, juice of 
4 oz. olive oil 
1% oz. red wine vinegar 
1 egg 
2 tab. Worcestershire sauce 
10 drops Tabasco sauce 
1 tab. Dijon-style mustard 

Put salt and garlic in bottom of a 
wooden balad bowl. Take two forks 
and mash garlic into salt until no 
large particles are left. Add the 
anchovy fillets and.mash into garlic 
until you make a paste. Add the 
next ingredients, one at a time, 
mixing well after each addition so 
the dressing will be well blended. 
Set bowl with dressing in refrig- 
erator to chill until ready to serve. 
Then, add lettuce and toss greens 
to coat. Add Parmesan cheese 
and croutons and toss to distribute.

DNR announces hunting rule changes 


The Department of 
Natural Resources 
(DNR) Law Enforce- 
ment. Division staff 
reminds hunters to 
keep abreast of hunt- 
ing changes for the 
1985-86 seasons. These 
changes are noted in 
the 1985-86 Michigan 
Hunting and Trapping 
Guide that can be ob- 
tained from all DNR 
Offices and license 
dealers throughout the 
state. 

Hunters may not 
hunt with firearms on 
ANY lands during day- 


light hunting hours 
from August 16 
through March 31, 
1986 unless a hat, cap, 
vest, jacket, raingear 
or other outerwear of 
highly visible color 
(hunter orange) is worn 
and is visible from all 
sides. During the fire- 
arm deer season all 
hunters, including 
archers, must comply 
with this rule. This law 
does not apply, how- 
ever, to those hunting 
waterfowl, bobcat, 
crow or wild turkey, 
nor to bow hunters 


seeking deer or bear 
during the open arch- 
ery season. 

New hunting hours 
for 1985-86 are set to 
begin one-half hour be- 
fore sunrise and end 
one-half hour after sen- 
set. Exceptions to this 
rule include migratory 
birds and turkeys (see 
1985-86 Waterfowl and 
Turkey Guides for spe- 
cific hunting times). 

Artificial lights 
(hand carried or on 
person) may be used 
during Sept. 1-March 
31 by a hunter carrying 


an unloaded gun while 
following dogs and at 
the point of kill for 
taking raccoons 
(treed), opossums, 
skunks and foxes dur- 
ing the open seasons 
on those animals. 

Small game hunters 
should note that season 
or yearly bag limits 
have been taken off 
rabbits, squirrels, 
pheasants, ruffed 
grouse and sharptail 
grouse; however, daily 
and possession limits 
remain the same as last 
year. 


For rabbit hunters, a 
new statewide season 
was established from 
September-March 31; 
for squirrel hunters a 
much longer season 
exists, running from 
Sept. 15-January 1, 
1986 statewide. 

Additional changes 
in the 1985-86 hunting 
season include bears 
being protected in the 
Upper Peninsula (Zone 
1) during the Novem- 
ber 15-30 firearm deer 
season. Bear baiting 
restrictions this year 
also prevented bait

Most members will receive re- 
funds from $10.00 to $300.00. 

Refunds will be distributed 
throughout Top O’ Michigan's 
twelve (12) county service area, 

Per county totals are based on 
present and past members who

received service in these counties 
and includes permanent and seas- 
onal residents. 

Refund sizes are based on the 
total amount of billing payments 
made by each member during 
1971-1976 and also in 1984. 
A total of $2 million in patronage 
capital will be returned to mem- 
bers who received electric service 
any time during 1971-1976 and 
another $500,000 will be refunded 
to members who received service 
any time during 1984. 

Money members pay in excess 
of the cost of providing them with 
electric service is patronage capital 


and it is their equity in the 
member owned cooperative. The 
revolvement entails returning por- 
tions of the equity to the early 
members on the system first. This 
keeps responsibility for maintain- 
ing equity in the cooperative on the 
current membership. 

However, this year’s revolve- 
ment includes issuing refunds to 
current members too. 

This is the cooperative's second 
patronage capital revolvement. 
Last year Top O' Michigan 
returned some $830,000 to mem- 
bers who were on the system any 
time during 1963-1970.
